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CHURCHILL MEMORIAL 


O 


n March 5, 1946, Winston Churchill came to speak 
at Westminster College in the little town of Fulton, 
Mo. Defeated as Prime Minister of the nation he 


had led to victory, he was invited and accompanied by 
President Harry S. Truman. In his speech, The Sinews of 
Peace, Churchill warned: "A shadow has fallen upon the 
scene so lately lighted by the Allied victory. . . . From 
Stettin in the Baltic to Trieste in the Adriatic, art iron 
curtain has descended across the continent." The term 
"iron curtain" marked the beginning of Allied recognition 
of the cold war. 


Churchill continued: "I do not believe that Soviet 


Russia desires war. What they desire is the fruits or war 
and the indefinite expansion of their power anc doc- 
trines." He then proposed a great Anglo-American alli- 
ance to protect the western world from Soviet po'icies. 
From this proposal the NATO alliance was born. 


To commemorate Sir Winston's most important Ameri- 


can address, a committee under the joint sponsorship of 
Presidents Truman, Eisenhower and Johnson has been 
erecting a memorial on the Westminster College campus. 
Fittingly, the memorial is a re-built London church, St. 
Mary Aldarmanbury. 


Originally built during the 12th century, the church 


was destroyed by the Great Fire of London in 1666 and 
re-built by Sir Christopher Wren, the noted architect. 
During the London Blitz it was again destroyed, this time 
by Nazi incendiary bombs. It has since stood in ruins—a 
symbol of resistance to tyranny. 


Now it has been brought, stone by stone, to Missouri 


and is almost completely rebuilt. St. Mary Aldermanbury 
will serve as a non-sectarian chapel for the college 
and house in its museum-library a large collection of 
Churchill's works and memorabilia. 


But most importantly it will symbolize the ideas Sir 


Winston stated so well: 


"In War: Resolution 


In Defeat: Defiance 
In Victory: Magnanimity 
In Peace: Good Will."

It was, for a number of rea- 


sons, an off-beat TV approach to 
a musical hour. There was no 
stellar host to introduce the 
numbers and performers.

and Hart were turning out songs 
like "The Lady is a Tramp," 
"Manhattan," "My Heart Stood 
Still," 
"Blue 
Moon," 
and 


"Mountain Greenery" 
— ap- 


peared on stage dressed In op- 
art mini dresses, blue jeans and 
some In conventional clothes. 


The settings, too, were highly 


contemporary — ablaze with 
clashing colors, and broken by 
big bold chunks of masonry. 


If one were to quibble, It 


would be to enter a mild com- 
plaint that In the enthustism for 
creating drama and excitement 
by the use of color, more than 
80 per cent of the viewers are 
being short-changed. 


The most recent estimates put 


the number of homes with color 
television at around 10 million, 
or 17 per cent of the total. 


"I've Got a Secret" will wind 


up 15 years on CBS with Its 
March 27 program. The fol- 
lowing week, "Password" will 
be expanded to Include a night- 
time edition as Its summer re- 
placement.

Against Trumps

We finish our discussion of 


plays against ten spots with a 
standard safety play which 
has appeared in many bridge 
books and in every bridge col- 
umn, including this one. 


It will be well-known to 


many readers but we feel that 
there are enough people who 
don't know this play to jus- 
tify repetition. 


South is able to account for 


all the aces and kings by his 
use of Blackwood but settles 
for six in view of the possibil- 
ity that his partner won't hold 
both the king and queen of 
spades. North is tempted to 
bid seven anyway because he 
has solid diamonds but North 
recalls that he has opened the 
bidding and given a jump 
raise, so North also settles for 
the small slam. 


If South is alert, he makes 


the slam by the simple expedi- 
ent of playing his ace of 
trumps at trick two. East

"He had tons of publicity going into last year's NCAA cham- 
pionships but when he pulled a muscle in the 440 relay a 
lot of people wrote him off. What they forget is that Tommie 
came back better than ever a month later. By the end of 
1967 when you mention the name Smith everybody is going 
to know you're not talking about Captain John." 


Smith's 1966 record was more than impressive. He com- 


peted in 53 finals during the year, a tremendous number, 
and was outstanding in the 100, 220, 440 and long jump. 
TommJe lost only four open events, one each at 100 yards, 
100 meters, 220 yards (competing in his third event of the 
day) and the long jump. He claimed four of the eight sprint 
records he's after and his 46.2 indoors in Louisville recently 
deflated the idea that Smith is strictly an outdoor man. 


"He's only an outdoor runner," remarked one veteran 


track observer, "like Ted Williams was only a lefthanded hit- 
ter." 


Smith is so good, in fact, that Track & Field News, the 


Bible of the cinder set, rates him as "easily the greatest 
talent ever" at 220 yards. 


One of the things that impresses trackmen most about 


Smith is his ability to come from off the pace in relay events. 
The fact that Tommie is at his best when coming from be- 
hind indicates to many that his potential is unlimited. "He's 
toughest," commented one well-beaten rival, "when tested. 
When you'vo got that baton in your hand and Tommie is 
coming up behind you it's like trying to outrun the grim 
reaper. You just know he's going to get you at the end." 


Smith's coach, Bud Winter, believes Tommie will break 


all the world sprint records before he's through. And, with 
the 1967 Olyrppic Games within sprinting distance in Mexico 
City, Tommie is pointing for a possible four gold-medal-win- 
ning performance. 


"I wouldn't predict anything like that," Smith said, smiling, 


"but I expect to be at my best for the Olympics." 


If he is, the watchmaking business may be in for a beating.

One example of the trend is 


auto-safety legislation; another 
was the "truth-in-packaging" law 
that Congress enacted last year; 
still another were the stricter 
controls Imposed upon the mar- 
keting of drugs and pharmaceutl^ 
cals. Both President Kennedy and 
President Johnson named special 
advisers for consumer affairs, 
and now President Johnson has 
proposed to Congress consumer 
legislation that the special-Inter- 
est lobbyists will no doubt view 
with alarm as "consumerism" 
gone wild.
